-MACMILLAN’S OWN STORY 
OF EXPEDITION TO BAFFIN 
LAND, NOW ON WAY HOME 


‘Artic a Tells of Being Frozen In for 274 
Days—Two Islands Discovered, 
Untraveled Land Covered. 


(Copyright. 1922.) 
BOSTON, Mass., August 26—Donald B. MacMillan, most daring of Arctic 


explorers, is homeward bound from Baffin Land. 

After having been frozen in for 274 days,-the little schooner Bowdoin 
| broke out of the ice on August 1, and is now coasting southward. 

MacMillan’s first act, when he reached an outpost of civilization, was 
‘to dispatch to the Boston Globe and St. Louis Post- ‘Dispatch an account of 
his adventures and new discoveries in that strange ice-bound wilderness, 150 
| miles north of the Arctic Circle. 

Three islands discovered, 2000 miles of travel by dog team into

Both Expected Trouble. 

Developments indicates that both 
Cline and Bergen had _ expected 
trouble with each other for some 
time and each had spoken to gthers 
“about the possibility of being killed. 
In a note found in Bergen’s pocket, 
be ‘had written: 

“If by chance I am shot in the 
next few weeks, it will be done oy 
a George Cline, alias George Watz, 
of Edgewatér, N. J., for reasons un- 
known to me. He is threatening me 
and will use a German Luger, cali- 
ber .25, as it is a favorite of his many 
guns. I am John Bergen, No. 21 
East 115th street.” ‘ 

Another note read: “George Cline 

Cline, on the other hand, told 
Capt. Dinan of the Edgewater po- 
lice Friday afternoon: “I've had 
trouble with that actor, Bergen. If 
anything happens to me or if I 
should be killed, look up John Ber- 
gen.”’ 

Cline’s First Story. 

Cline’s first story was that his 
wife told him Bergen attacked her 
about six weeks ago when they were 
at Saranac Lake “on vacation” and 
when Cline was away. He said he 
talked with his wife and her two 
brothers, Charles and Lawrence 
Scullion, who live next to the Cline 
where the shooting took 
and they all agreed to get 
Bergen over there. 

When Bergen came, Cline said he 
admitted he had attacked Mrs. Cline, 
whereupon Cline Invited him 10 
duel upstairs. They 
started up, and Bergen, to whom 
Cline had handed a pistol, turned at 
the head of the steps and seemed 
about to fire. Cline fired at once, 
and killed Bergen, the latter ‘“slump- 
ing’’ past him downstairs. The wife 
and her two brothers were said to 
be witnesses of the shooting, accor4- 
ing to this story. 

Changed Version. 

Today, however, under question- 
ing by Prosecutor Hart of Bergen 
Courity and Detective Allyn, Cline is 


‘quoted by the Prosecutor as having 


told still] another story. “He said he 
took his wife and Bergen with him 
to Saranac Lake,” said Hart, “and 
left them there together while )e 
went to Standish, 40 miles distant. 
When he returned the following day 
he found his wife in tears and act- 
He asked her what 
the trouble was, and she replied she 
had seen so many ‘lungers’ (con- 
sumptives) that she had become un- 
nerved. He did not suspect her of 
any wrong doing. 

“She continued to act unnaturally 


after that and finally he got ber 


alone Friday and quizzed her for 
about two hours. She then told him. 
he said, that Bergen had brought her 
a bottle of wine at Saranac and per- 
suaded her to drink it with him. She 
admitted she became intoxicated. but 
insisted Bergen attacked her and that 
he: indulged in no familiarity with 
her consent. 

“Yesterday he had her telephone 
Bergen and, when she failed to get 
him, called him up himself and told 
him to come over and ‘clear up’ the 
matter. When Bergen arrived at the 
home in Bdgewater Friday night 
about 9 o'clock, he was waiting for 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.— 

NSTRUCTIONS were sent to 
et postmasters today by #irst 

Assistant Postmaster-General 
Bartlett to require all household- 
ers within four months to inatall 
mail boxes or cut slots in doors 
to facilitate the delivery of mall. 
Those who do not meet the re- 
quirement may have the delivery 
of their mall discontinued, ‘Bart- 
lett said. 

“On account of the delays 
caused to carriers at dwelling 
houses where no door slot or 
mail receptacle is provided and 
the fact that a large majority of 
dwellings are thus equipped al- 
ready,” the Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General’s instructions said. 
“{t seems timely, within a rea- 
sonable period, to require all who 
are to receive mail by street car- 
riers at their dwellings to pro- 
vide such accommodations. The 
expense of the same being small, 
the length of the notice should 
not exceed four months, although 
there may be exceptional cases 
where the postmaster should use 
reasonable discretion or asx for 


instructions.” 

Bartlett estimated that more 
tham 70 per cent of the dwelling 
houses of the country now nave 
mail receptacles. 


PRESIDENT WANTS 
POWER TO SEIZE

Harding to Ask for Authority 
as Safeguard for Nation 
While Congress -Is Taking 
Vacation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Pres!i- 
dent Harding wants Congress to wive 
him full authority for handling ths 
railroad and coal situations before it 
udjourns over the election period. Hs 
desires power to take over the use 
of certain railroads and the anthra- 
cite coal mines as a matter of in- 
surance, rather than in the belief 


that it may be necessary. 

The legislation which Senator 
Cummins, chairman of the Senate 
Interstate Conmamerce Committee, will 
introduce Monday will have the full 
force of the administration behind 
it. When it is adopted, as the Pres- 
ident hopes it will be, he will re- 
frain from using it until it ie the only 
course left open to prevent a na- 
tional calamity. That this is the 
positive position of the President 
was learned authoritatively today. 
Mr. Harding feels Federal control 
will not be resorted to, but he is pre- 
pared to go the limit when the time 
is ripe. 


Safeguard: for Nation. 


The President thinks Congress 
should not be absent from Washing- 
ton over a considerable period un- 
lees he has ample power to meet aay 
emergency. Congregs wants a rest 
of at least 30 days. It is a safe- 
guard for the nation during that 
period that is wanted. 

Federal operation, provided Con- 
gress approves, is not contingent 
upon the situation growing worse. 
It will come, according to aasertions 
of administration ieaders, unless 
there is marked improvement. 

Friends of the President think that 
the legislation he desires will go 
through Congress without much de- 
lay. Others were not so ready to 
concede that the railroad seizure bill 
will pass. There were prospects 
that it would lead to much wran- 
gling in the House. Railroad labor 
leaders may attack the proposition. 
Their position is that should the Gov- 
ernment take pver only a few roads, 
It would become a strike breaking 
agency. 

William H. Johnston, president of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, returned to Washington 
from New York. 

“We going to continue the 
fight With renewed vigor,” said 
Johnston. “I do not see how the 
Government can take over certain 
railreads without taking over aij. If 
it did, the ment would simply 
be acting-as a strike breaking 
agency.

“Industrial peace,” Macgregor 
said, “can only be attained by 
mutual harmonious relations. 
Peace can never be reached by 
force. The trouble seams to be 
that the basis of attempted set- 
tlement is wrong. Industry exists 
for man and not man for indus- 
try. Labor is not an adjunct of 
capital.@ The ultimate aim of the 
industry of a nation is not the 
power and luxury of a few but 
the happiness of the many. Cap- 
ital and labor are both entitled 
to a share of the profits, but 
peace will never come as long as 
labor is not keenly interested in 
the profits. Labor must have as 
much incentive to make profits 
from capital as management. 
This status can never be attained 

a until there is a close co-operation 
between labor and management 
and a proper division of profits.

THE “RIGHT OF WAY” 


|Many Fatal Auto Accidents Can 
Be Avoided if Drivers Ad- 
here to Code. 


If every automobile driver wi!) a4- 
here strictly to the code of giving the 
car on the right the right of way, 
many of the fatal automobile acci- 
dents that shock the readers of the 
daily pepers every Cay can be 


avoided. 

This is the opinion of Dal H. Lewis. 
acting executive chairman of the 
American Automobile Association, 
who has been studying driving regu- 
lations for many years. 

“No automobile d¢river should be 
compelled to watch both sides of the 
street.” said Mr. Lewis. “The rule 
of the road, both in the city and tn 
the open country, is that the driver 
on the right has the right of way, 
and there should be a severe punish- 
ment for any person who violates 
that ruie. 

“The increasing number ef euto- 
mobiles that congest traffic in the 
cities brings more and more to the 
front the question of right of way 
Most cities provide in their ordi- 
nences that the A. A. A. system of 
giving the road to the man on the 
right. except on through boulevards, 
shall be effective, but unfortunately 
it is not always observed. There is 
alwaye the fellow who is willing to 
‘take a chance’ tn order to display 
his driving exkill, or to ‘show off 
before some fair companion, and this 
type of driver should be the target 
for every policeman’s attention. 

“Automobile driving should be «a 
pleasure. There is seldom an occa- 
sion where extreme haste is neces- 
sary. and the motorist loses mighty 
few secands in observing the rights 
of the man on the right. After you 
reach the hospital or morgue. it 
doesn't matter much who had the 
right of way. but a little patience 
would avoid many a run for the am- 
bulance and many an operation for 
the surgeon. as well as considerable 
physical pain for the driver who for- 
got to considér the other fellow’s 
right to the right of way.”

MID-ATLANTIC WEATHER BUREAU 


IS BEING ADVOCATED BY FRENCH 


(Copyright. 1922.) 

PARIS, Aug. 26.—A mid-Atlantic 
weather station, consisting of a spe- 
clally fitted ship cruising around a 
designated spot, is strongly advocat- 
ed by the French meteorological bu- 
reau. Col. Delambre, director of the 
bureau, says: 

“A vessel of 2.500 tons capable 
of both salling and steaming should 
cruise around where the transatlan- 
tic traffic is greatest to disseminate 
broadly weather forecasts and news. 


‘Such weather forecasting by a floet- 


ing island would extend by three 
days the French, Spanish and British 
forecasts. 

"Moreover, such an island station 
would be priceless for centralizing 
all the weather observations taken 


by the 390 ships, of more than 600~ 


tons each, which, on the average, 
are cruising the Atlantic at the same 
time. It would also be a relay for 
traneatiantic radio traffic.’ 

The annual cost of maintaining 
such a floating weather station is 
estimated at 3.900.999 paper francs 
‘about $6090.000 normally).

North of 53 stands the town of The Pas, the last 
real link between the civilization of the South and 
the wilds of the North. The Pas is the jumping-off 
place for the great unknown regions of Canada.

The 
railway never has been completed to its ultimate des- 
tination, but twice a week a train leaves the town and 
slowly crawls along the buckling steel and rotting ties 
for a distance of 213 miles. The majority of the trav- 
elers on this train are trappers and fur traders. Stop- 
ping places are far apart. Every shack and trading 
post is known to the train crew and traders who make 
regular trips. Passing Reynard’s cabin one day the 
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train crew missed the old man. His Qoor was open, 
but there was no sign of him and no smoke issuing 
from his chimney. It was thought that the trapper 
probably was out on the lake, fishing; but when, on 
the next trip of the train two weeks later, the shack 
still presented a deserted appearance and the veg- 
etable garden in front an air of neglect, fear was felt 
for the safety of Reynard. 

The police were notified, but no immediate action 
was taken. J. R. Kerr, a fur buyer who makes regular 
trips up the Hudson's Bay Railway, heard of Reynard’s 
disappearance... The trapper’s shack was visited and it 
was plain to see that it had not been occupied for 
some time. The old man had taken a great pride in 
his vegetable garden; it apparently had not been tend- 
ed for weeks. 

Kerr and others immediately started out to search 
for the missing man. The fur buyers thought it proba- 
ble that Reynard had been marooned on one of the 
numerous islands with which Cormorant Lake abounds. 
The party began visiting each in turn. 

There is one smali, rocky reef, hardly worthy of 
the dignity of the title of island. This is known as 
Stone Island. As the boat neared this reef a human 
figure was noticed reclining on the rocks. It was old 
Frank Reynard. As soon as he saw the boat he 
struggled to his feet and began waving his arms 
eagerly. 

“Here, fellers; here I am—right here! 
git me,” cried the trapper. 

Kerr and his companions steered the boat to Stone 
Island and jumped ashore. They offered to provide the 
old trapper with some nourishment, but he begged to 
be taken off immediately. He was made as comfort- 
able as the limited space in the boat permitted and at 
his request was taken back to his cabin. The rescuers 
tried to induce Reynard to go into the hospital at The 
Pas, but he resolutely declined, stating that he would 
prefer to remain in his cabin. A man was left to nurse 
the old trapper, who, while very weak, was in com- 
plete possession of his senses. 

Reynard stated that, as was his custom, he had pad- 
dled in his canoe one afternoon to Stone Island to 
search for water fowls’ eggs. He had pulled his canoe 
up onto the rocks and walked a little way off to look 
for eggs. While he was engaged thus a suddef wind- 
storm came up and lifted the canoe bodily, throwing 
it into the water. Reynar’ looked around and saw his 
canoe some thirty yards out in the lake. He was pow- 
erless to retrieve it. A gale was blowing and the 
waves dashing onto the rocks. 

Though only three-quarters of a mile from the 
mainland, the old man was as helpless as if he had been 
100 miles from shore. He could not swim a stroke. 
Quickly he realized his predicament. Out of the usual 
travel route, it was highly improbable that anyone 
would come near the island unless he was. missed and 
a search party organized. 

Reynard, remarkably robust for his 72 years, did 
not give up hope, however. He found on the island half 
a dozen wild-bird eggs and on searching the shores 
discovered water snails and a few small crawfish under 
the rocks. He had absolutely no protection from the

ENNIE KERNS, a@ loft burglar, was sent to 

Sing Sing the other morning. to serve ten 

years. His confederate, one Eddie Foss, went 

with him—for two years. The police knew that 
these men were pals, that they were guilty of the 
same crimes and were companions in obliquity; that 
one was “as bad as the other.” Yet one man will be 
free in twenty months and one will haunt his cell 
for half as many years. 

The key to this mysterious discrimination is at 
hand. Bennie Kerns was commanded to tell how 
certain puzzling robbcries had been committed and re- 
fused to speak. He will pay with ten years of his 
life for keeping the secrets of the loft burglars. 

A suggestion of what the police and court demand- 
ed to be told can be got from the story of Kerns’ and 
Foss’ crime. On a night late in April, 1920, these 
two men broke into the fur factory of Edgar Lehman, 
in a loft building in West Twentieth streci,. and ear- 
ried away $53,000 worth of mink peits. Abouf’ $18.000 
worth were sold to a New York receiver and never 
recovered. The remaining $35,000 in pelts was taken 
to the Grand Hotel by the robbers and there displayed 
as salesmen’s wares, the intention of the burglars be- 
ing to establish the goods as legitimate merchandise 
in this way and then to express them out of town to 
fences im distant cities. But there was what the un- 
derworld calls a tumble, with the result that the late 
Detective Cassassa and Detectives Lowenthal, Phelan 
and Ford, descended on the hotel and seized both the 
furs and the burglars. The men procured bail, ficd, 
were recaptured after a long hunt and were finally 
brought to trial, with the result already set down. 

But there were two riddies in the case. The first 
had to do with the missing $18,000 worth of pelts. 
Detective Benny Levy was assigned to this angie of 
the affair by Jones & Whitlock, the William strect 
underwritcrs. who carried the insurance on the Leh- 
man factory. By going bail for the burglars and cultt- 
vating them, he found out that the pelts had gone to 
a local receiver, but recovery was impossible. The 
robbers would give no names. 

The police were, however, far more interested in 
another feature.

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PUDS is not much of a dog when it comes 
to the social events of the 400 of the dog 
world.

He is unhampered and 
the supervision of the French Government extends 
merely to satisfying its inspectors that proper regard 
is paid to the sanitary requirements and safety. He 
has not yet made plans for the rebuilding of the: cha- 
teau on the vantage point of the prow of the hill be- 
cause that must await the compietion of the buildings 
essential to the life of the community—indeed. Miss 
Skinner hae civen as yet no serious thought to a resi- 
dence for herself there. 

Mr. Sanford has. however. taren for himself an old 
house that hung on the edge of the cliff and built into 
ft a fine large living room with a bedroom and a bath- 
room that must have surprised the natives. His 
artist's eye pictured the beauty of s sunken garden. 
sheltered from the village street by a screen of point- 
ed arches and protected from the sheer 496-foot fall 
of the cliff by a low balustrade. It will be worth the 
trip next year to take tea with him in the garden, with 
its =eederful view. 

It was this very idea that brought Miss Skinner her 
happiest surprise in Hattonchatel. For while watching 
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findine buried treasures.” she said. “Think of it! it 
was hidden away in the fifteenth century. for none of 
the coins is of later date. Many are of the fourteenth 
eentury and earlier and all in a state of good pres- 
ervation. I sent them to M. Pabelon, curator of the 
Biblotheque Nationale in Paris. who found nine or ten 
of them were unique—hitherto unknown. I shall give 
to the Biblotheque Nationale such as it needs for its 
eollections. and the rest, which I am allowed to keep. 
will be put in the museum, which will be in the re- 
stored guardhouse.”

The Faces at Ellis Island. 


HE accompanying photographs of newly 

arrived immigrants were taken recently at 

Ellis island and were exhibited at the 

International Eugenics Congress in New 
York City. They figure in a new approach to our 
immigrant problem This is the racial, or heredi- 
tary. approach. 

The pictures were selected from representatives 
of all races and ages which sought admission to 
our shores that day. They are a typical cross- 
section of the never-ending procession at W#ilis 
Island, and also a cross-section of the immigrant 
population of America. 


England, 1878. Blue eyes, medium brown 
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Germans and French ranged from 4.7 children for the 
Norwegians down to 1.4 children for the English. 

That is to say, the people from Southern and Eastern 
Europe show a much higher birth rate than those of 
Western and Northern Europe. The great preponder- 
ance of our present immigration is from those regions 
of Europe which have the highest birth rate. 

So the old mative American stock is cut two ways, 
both by its own diminished birth rate and by the de 
creased birth rate of the relatively smail percentage 
of new additions from the ancestral homes of the na- 
tive Americans. 

It may be said in passing that the above is set forth 
merely as ascertained scientific fact, and is not in any 
sense a reflection on the new immigration to our 
shores. Every nation has admirable qualities, without 
which America would be forever poorer if she refused 
to admit its people. On the other hand, these nations 
are contributing, im many cases, not of their best but 
of those undesirable elements that are found im all 
populations. 

Secretary of Labor Davis, under whose department 
falis the direction of the Bureau of Immigration. was 
himself an immigrant from Wales when a small boy. 
Afterwards a labor leader, and new a member of the 
President's Cabinet. te is peculiarty well qualified to 
speak on the present situation as regards the immi- 
grant seeking admission to this country. 
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Secretary Davis points out clearly that the early im- 
migration to our shores consisted of the very bravest, 
the stanchest and most loyal citizens of their respective 
countries. It was so, he says, because of the creat 


hardships and danger of ocean travel and life in 2 new, 
unsettied country. It took courage to sail the viking 
ships of the Norsemen across uncharted seas. and it 
took the same courage and strength in the days of 
the Pilgrim Fathers. 

These founders of our mation ere described by Sec- 
retary Davis as peace-loving, fearless and conscien- 
tious, as well as strone physically, ready to battle for 
what they believed was right. strong in Christian faith 
—these were the people who began the wor of con- 
struction of the greatest nation of the world. A greater 
love for liberty and a greater respect for the rights of 
individuals, together with a determination and willing- 
ness to endure the hardships of pioneer life. drew to 
America the very best blood of every nation of Europe. 

But this is obviously untrue of much of our immigra- 
tion of today. Yesterday the best blood of Europe 
came here to found a free nation under God Today 
the ease and chezpuess of travel. the fabulous stories 
of goiden-paved streets in American cities. the noto- 
tious laxness of our immigration laws. together with 

y other factors. have made this country a magnet 

many classes other than the pioneer. So there has 
crept in upon us almost unawares a horde of unassim- 
lables, choking the melting pot. 

What is the solution of this problem. admittedly one 
of the gravest before the American people’ Congress 
does not know the way out. As a temporary measure 
ft passed the se-called “three-per-cent law,” limiting 
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the admission of aliens from any country annually to 
three per cent of the number from that country already 
here. There are also recent provisions such as the 
literacy test. That these restrictions solve the prob- 
lem is not claimed by anybody. They are at best tem- 
porary measures to stem the tide somewhat until such 
time as Congress can make up its mind as to what our 
policy shall be. 

But the three-per-cent law has been praised by Ser- 
retary Davis as cuttine the immigration in half for the 
past year. and more than doubling the deportation of 
undesirable aliens. It has also admittedly wor*ted un- 
usual and severe hardship in individual cases, as in- 
stamced in the recent statement of the Secretary of 
Labor that he had intervened in more than 2000 cases 
to prevent hardship and the separation of families.

Congress has yet to pass an immigration bill which 
will give adequate protection to America, and do full 
justice to the immigrant as well aA bill which im 
the opinion of Secretary Davis would go a hws ways 
toward this desirable end has been introduced in 
Congress. 

There are two principal provisions of this bill, both 
especially sponsored by Dr. C. B. Davenport, the lead-

The astute Harry Wilson suddenly astounded the 
poor boobs with the revelation that, inasmuch az Wells 
was a British bankrupt. his estate was subject to 
seizure by or for those whom he had swindled away 
back in 1893. But over ir France was another body of 
creditors, and it was their money which comprised the 
Wells estate at the time when he became lezaily dead 
~—azain-—-as a convict. Monte Carlo Wells, it seems. 
had a faculty of dying several times and, as a natura! 
corollary, coming alive again. He was a most peculiar 
person, was Welle. 

“Why worry?” said Harry Wilson to the English 
creditors. “Stand by—I'li get your money back for 
you.” 

But it was no easy tas*. Those French creditors 
clamored. After a long series of negotiations it was 
arranged finally that the income from the Wells invest- 
ment in England should be divided equally between 
the French flock of gulls and the English floc*. 

During Wells’ second incarceration in France, those 
five years completing a total of approximately twenty- 
one years in prison, the inconge from the annuities and 
mortgages, including the rental of heuses in London 
upon which the Wells estate had foreclosed, was paid 
out regularly to both the French and the English cred- 
itors. It required a tedious process of bookkeeping to 
allot the dribbies, but Harry Wilsen saw that that point 
was attended to and that the lawyer's fee was paid.

Now he 
had come upon the days when he wanted but little but 
wanted that little as long as he could get it: that is to 
say, as long as he lived. "

‘More’ More!” demanded the man that broke the 
bank and the multitude. 

And more was forthcoming. When Wells died. just 
four days before the death in the same city of Prince 
Albert of Monaco. the man who ruled over the tiny 
principality where Monte Carlo flourishes, and who 
continued to draw a heavy lease income from the ban« 
that Monte Cario Wells broke thirty years 4&9, the 
crafty old rogue was drawing five pounds a week.

ONE of the current psychic manifesta- 
tions have aroused more fimterest in re- 
eent years than those which have the 
mysterious substance, ectoplasm, for their 
basis. The ectoplasm theory has seemed 
to offer an explanation of phenomena 
which otherwise. to most peopie, were 
incredibie. It was hard to believe that immaterial 
spirits could produce such physical effects as the levi- 
tation of very solid and heavy tables, for tmstance. 

But ectoplasm has seemed, m the opinion of some 
earnest investigators, to be a point of contact between 
the spiritual and physical worlds, a sort of frontier par- 
taking of the properties of both. 

A most delicate and wonderful substance, which was 
of psychie origin, but really existed under favorabie 
conditions in the world of matter. is. perhaps, the 
general conception of ectoplasm, amonz those who 
hare read some of the numerous recent books dealing 
with the subject. especially the alleged “materializa- 


tions” of spirits of the deceased. against fraudulent meth- 
Now comes James Black, a psychic authority of ods the results indicate 
Montreal. Canada. and says im effect that there is no quite clearly that fraud 


such thing as éctopiasm. and that the seances at which 
investigators believed they saw and touched the subD- 
stance. and even analyzed bits of it following the se- 
ances, were frauds and swindles, the work of dishonest 
mediums. 

“In investigations extending over more than twenty 
vears,” says Piack. “the writer has yet to meet with 
a medium whose manifestations have stond the test of 
critical examination. The most useful apparatus thai 
ean be used in psychic investications simply con- 
structed—just a plain flashlight.” His article appears 
under the title of “Ectopiasm and Ectoplasm Fa*ers.” 
in the September issue of The Scientific American. He 
“avs. im part: 

“Many reports of the remarkable nature of this 
substance are current. but little definite information 
is to be had. * * * =AiZTl agree that ectopilasm is a 
plasma of psychic origin, extrudinc from the medium. 
Most add that it is the stuff of which peramDulilating 
spirits from the great beyond are made It is unani- 
mously possessed of some power or force that enabies 
it to tip tables. rap floors, fabricate faces and ‘imbs, 
and indulge in varied and remarkabie phenomena. 

“Here agreement ends; when our scientific friends 
endeavor to set out im scientific style the results of 
their research, and to state just what ectoplasm is 
and jvst what it does, it becomes piain that the in- 
vestigations have been conducted in anything but a sci- 
entific manner. and any ordinary science student would 
be pardoned for considering that ectoplasm. im view of 
the nature of the evidence for it. is principally in- 
flammation of the imagination. 

“Dr. Geley and Baron von Schrenck Notzing are the 
two most quoted authorities, with Dr. Crawford as a 
support. According to Dr. Geley. the plasma extrudes 
from the head of the medium im knobs, ribbons and 
fringes. of different colors; sometimes it is stiff and 
sometimes soft and elastic: and at all times it shrinks 
from any contacts. Yet Geley. with the assistance 
of Franck Kivski, a medium. took wax casts of ecto- 
Wasmic hands and feet! 

“Dr. Crawford’s ectopilasm extruded from the lower 
part only of his medium’s bedy and would strike

In little Armenian restaurants along Lexington ave- 
gue you may order shish kefah, which is lamb broiled 
im bits on a skewer, or pilaff, which is buttered rice 
with pignola nuts, or enguinar bassdi, artichokes 
stuffed with*chopped meat: or paklava, delicious nut 
pastry: or lokma, a sort of fritter served with lemon- 
flavored syrup: or matzoon, which is simply sour 
milk.

The Armenian church is the oldest national church 
in the world.
